ACCREDITATION 

Accreditation is a voluntary process by which an institution volunteers to be evaluated by a specific, non-governmental accrediting body, The conferral of this 
accreditation indicates the institution has met pre-set standards of the accrediting body, It does not mean that all institutions with similar accreditation are the 
same; however, there is an implied assurance that a minimal level of quality is provided by an accredited institution, This method of industry self- regulation and 
quality control is fairly unique to theU.S. Accrediting bodies are recognized by both theU.S. Department of Education and Council for Higher Education 
Accreditation (CHEA). Two main categories of accreditation exist, and are outlined as follows: 

INSTITUTIONAL ACCREDITATION 

Institutional accreditation evaluates a entire institution (as opposed to just one program or college within a university). In addition to academics, this includes 
evaluation of governance and administration, financial stability, student services, resources (libraries, computer lab's), academic achievement of the student body, 
the institution's overall effectiveness in accomplishing their mission, and their relationships with constituencies outside their institution, The accreditation review 
teams are usually comprised of other accredited institutions, 

Institutional accreditation in the United States fall into two categories: regional and national, 

REGIONAL ACCREDITATION 

Regional accreditation is granted through six regional bodies or agencies, As stated, these bodies are named after the geographic region which they serve, Some 
institutions are evaluated by more than one regional agency if their locations cross regional boundaries, To an institution which receives regional accreditation, it 
means recognition by their peers that they provide a quality education at the college level, Accreditation assures customers - students that the institution has met 
comparable standards of academic quality and fiscal soundness that is similar to other countries, although our system is voluntary, Schools at any level can gain 
regional accreditation: 2-year programs (community or junior colleges), 4-year bachelor programs (colleges), and those which also have graduate level programs 
(colleges and universities), In theU.S., the words "college”, "academy", "institute” and "university” do not necessarily confirm the school is regionally accredited 
(thereby considered for acceptance into higher education institutions) is to check that the school's accreditation is one of the following seven agencies: 

- Middle States Association of Colleges and Schools Commission on Higher Education 

- New England Association of Schools and Colleges Commission on Institutions of Higher Education 

- North Central Association of Colleges and Schools Commission on Institutions of Higher Education 

- Northwest Association of Schoolsand Colleges Commission on Colleges 

- Southern Association of Colleges and Schools Commission on Colleges 

- Western Association of Schoolsand Colleges Accrediting Commission 

- Community and Junior Colleges/Accrediting Commission for Senior Colleges and Universities 

As many of these agencies also accredit secondary schools and technical institutes in their regions, it is important that the accreditation comes from the 
commissions listed above, 

NATIONAL ACCREDITATION 

Accreditation assures the student that the school is a legitimate institution, has a curriculum or training plan and holds classes, as national accrediting bodies 
also perform institutional evaluations; however, these agencies determine their membership by purpose rather than geographical region, 

H owever, this coursework is not transferable to higher education institutions, Other regionally-accredited institutions, credits from nationally-accredited schools 
and colleges are generally not accepted in transfer toward degree programs, The reason is two-fold: the coursework offered will usually be intended to meet specif - 
ic occupational markets, and courses/programs taught at nationally-accredited institutions usually do not meet the same academic standards as those taught at 
regionally-accredited institutions, To education customers, this means that the education received at nationally-accredited institutions performs an important role 
in providing religious and/or vocational training, however, it is not transferable by nature of the purpose of this education, 

SPECIALIZED ACCREDITATION 

Specialized accrediting bodies evaluate specific programs of study or colleges within an institution, Their membership is usually determined by field of study or 
profession, Therefore, an institution can hold regional accreditation institution-wide, and simultaneously hold specialized accreditation in specific disciplines such 
as architecture, business, engineering and nursing, Master students who plan to enter Doctoral programs should investigate that institution's program to insure 
graduate programs meet their entrance requirements,

WhatisWUE? 

WUE is the Western Undergraduate Exchange, a program coordinated by the Western Interstate Commission for Higher Education (WICHE). Through 
WUE, students in western states may enroll in many two-year and four- year college programs at a reduced tuition level: 150 percent of the institution's 
regular resident tuition. In all cases, WUE tuition is considerably less than non-resident tuition.

STATE UNIVERSITIES 



The Arizona Board of Regents is the governing body of the three public universities. The Governor appoints nine members to the Board subject to 
Senate confirmation. Each regent serves an eight year term, with the exception of the student regent who serves a one- year term. The Governor and 
Superintendent of Public Instruction are voting ex-officio members. Board members elect their own officers to annual terms beginning J uly 1 of each 
year in accordance with seniority provisions detailed in the bylaws. The appointments are staggered allowing two new regents to be appointed every two 
years. Board members do not receive a salary for their service. M embers of the Board of Regents are responsible for providing policy guidance to the 
universities. In doing so they oversee the following areas: administration, finance, capital development, student services, human resources, 
academic affairs, audit, strategic planning, public, and legal affairs.

PUBLIC COMMUNITY COLLEGES 



The community college system makes up the largest segment of public higher education in A rizona. It was established in 1960 under the Arizona 
Revised Statutes, Title 15, Chapter, 6, now Title 15, Chapter 12. It consists of 10 districts each governed by a locally-elected board and located in 11 
counties. The M aricopa Community College District isthe largest of the community college districts with 12 of the 19 community colleges that 
operate on 34 campuses throughout the State. Because of geographical availability, tuition rates are generally lower than those of the universities and 
private postsecondary schools, and with the wide variety of degrees, certificates and programs of study offered, practically every resident of Arizona 
has easy and affordable access to educational services. The educational services provided by Arizona community colleges include: 

•the first two years of uni versity-level education-designed for transfer to any A rizona university; 

•occupational training programs in technical, vocational and paraprofessional careers; 

•general education opportunities; 

• continuing education and job skill enhancement; 

• academic counseling and job placement services; and 

•cultural and community services programs for community enrichment. 

Enrollment Requirements 

Asa prospective Arizona community college student, you must meet one of the follow criteria: 

• be a graduate of an accredited high school; 

• have successfully completed the General Education Development Certificate of High School Equivalency (GED); 

• bean individual of 18 years of age who has not completed high school; 

• be a transfer student in good standing from another college or community college; or 

• bea high school studentwho wishes to take college courses.

Private and public sectors - individual employers, employer associations or joint labor/management sponsors, operate registered apprenticeship 
programs. Program sponsors pay most of the training costs while also paying progressively increasing wages to apprentices as they gain skills. 
Registered apprenticeship programs can be competency based or time based depending on program sponsor needs. 

Arizona currently has more than 120 registered apprenticeship programs in such industries as agriculture, forestry, and fishing; mining; construction; 
manufacturing; transportation, communications, electric, gas, and sanitary services; and public administration. Morethan 2,100 apprentices are 
currently in apprenticeship programs in Arizona.

W orkforce I nvestment Act of 1998 

On August 8, 1998, President Clinton signed the Workforce I nvestment Act of 1998 (W I A), a comprehensive reform legislation that supersedes thejob Training 
Partnership Act (JTPA) and amends the Wagner- Peyser Act, WIA also contains the Adult Education and Family Literacy Act (Title 1 1 ) and the Rehabilitation Act 
Amendments of 1998 (Title IV ), 

WIA reforms Federal job training programs and creates a new, comprehensive workforce investment system, The reformed system is "customer-focused,” to help 
Americans access the tools they need to man age their careers through information and high quality of services and to help U.S, companies find skilled workers, 

The purpose of the Federal WIA is to establish programs to prepare youth and adults to enter or re-enter the labor force and to afford job training to eligible adults that 
are facing serious barriers to employment and who are in need of such training to obtain productive employment and quality of life, WIA also provides basic 
readjustment and re-training services to eligible dislocated workers (individuals affected by a mass lay-off), 

In consultation with local elected officials (e,g„ Boards of Supervisors, City Council, and Tribal chief executive officers), former Arizona Governor Jane Dee Hull 
designated 16 local workforce investment areas (LW I As) that oversee local One-Stop Career Centers and administer local WIA programs, 

In Arizona, the Federal WIA funds are directed through the Governor’s Council on Workforce Policy, which isstaffed by the Office of Workforce Policy within the 
Arizona Department of Commerceand administered by the Workforce Development Administration within the Arizona department of Economic Security (DES), The 
DESthen distributes thefunds based on a formula to local Workforce I nvestment Areas (LWIAs) to provide the services to local residents through local One-Stop Career 
Centers, 




Services under WIA 



Adult, dislocated workers and youth services can be accessed through local One-Stop Career Centers, There are three levels/tiers of services: 

Tier 1- Core Services - through self-help or staff assistance: eligibility determination, intake, initial needs assessment, job search and placement, 
employment information, availability of support services; 

Tier 2- Intensive Services - for those who are not able to find employment through core services: Assessment of skills and service needs, individual 
employment plan, group and individual counseling, case management, and short term pre-vocational services; 

Tier 3- Training Services - for those adults and dislocated workers who have met eligibility requirements for intensive services: Occupational training, 
On-the-job training, programs that combine workplace training with related instruction, training programs operated by private sector, skill upgrading and 
retraining, job readiness training, adult education and literacy activities provided in combination with any of theCoreand In tense services, and 
customized training conducted with a commitment by an employer or groups of employer to employ an individual upon successful completion of the

Each State has a Veteran's State Approving Agency (SAA) for eligible schools programs for theeducation/training of Veterans, Congress has determined the each 
State should create an agency to approve the programs within their borders and to determine which programs were appropriate for Veterans to enroll in and to 
utilize their VA educational benefits, 

As State entities acting on behalf of the Federal Government, theSAA'sarean outstanding example of the workability of the State-Federal partnership, allowing 
Federal interests to be pursued at the local level while preserving the identity, interests and sovereignty of States' Rights in education, 

The primary responsibility and focus of the SAA 's continues to be the review, evaluation and approval of quality programs of education and training under State and 
Federal criteria, SAA 's continue to conduct on-site supervisory visits to approved institutions and schools seeking approval, They continue to provide technical assis- 
tance to all interested parties and are engaged in outreach activities to foster the usage of the G I Bill. Further, they continue to act as state liaison in assisting 
military installations to provide base personnel with quality educational offerings, 

The SAA's have grown with the changes in our society over the past fifty years, They have become advocates for quality education and training for Veterans and 
other eligible persons, They have become educational partners with the institutions themselves, facilitating even greater and more diverse educational opportunities 
for Veterans, They have become strong advocates for the usage of the Gl Bill and have developed a working partnership with the Federal government, 

The programs which can be approved are found in institutions o higher learning (colleges and universities), non-degree institutions (vocational and technical 
schools), apprenticeship programs other on-th-job training programs, and flight training schools, Each State reviews the appropriateness of each program as to its 
own standards and laws in addition to VA rules and regulations along with any other applicable laws and/or regulations, Then it is either approved or disapproved; 
continuous supervision is required of approved programs, 

T he M ontaomerv G I Bill (M GIB) p rogram provides up to 36 months of education benefits, This benefit may be used for degree and certificate programs, flight 
training, apprenticeship/on-the-job training and correspondence courses, Remedial, deficiency, and refresher courses may be approved under certain circumstances, 
Generally, benefits are payable for 10 years following your release from active duty, This program is commonly known as Chapter 30, 

On October 30, 2000, the President signed into law an amendment to the MGIB -Active Duty education program that permits VA to pay a Tuition AssistanceT op- 
up benefit, The amount of the benefit can be equal to the difference between the total cost of a col lege course and the amount of Tuition Assistance that is paid by 
the military for the course, 

Work Study Program: This program is available to any student receiving VA education benefits who is attending school three-quarter time or more, An individual 
working under this program may work at the school Veterans' office, V A Regional Office, VA Medical Facilities, or at approved State employment offices,
